Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
United States of America in Congress assembled, That section 310(b) 
of the Omnibus Budget Reconciliation Act of 1982 is amended by 
adding at the end thereof the following new paragraph: 

“(4) Notwithstanding any other provision of this subsection, para- 
graph (1) shall not be effective with respect to pay periods beginning 
before the effective date of any increase under section 5305 of title 5, 
United States Code, in the rates of pay under the General Schedule 
and the rates of pay under the other statutory pay systems for fiscal 
year 1984.”,
